servoir holding 33,000,000 gallons,. was 
completed in 1899, and the full benefit. of 
it was obtained for the last dry season, 
‘The rainfall of 1899 had only reache 


inches, or 16 29 inches below the 

and 1900 was again short, only reaching 
73.74 inches. Ttjhas buon decided to pre- 
ceed with the construction of threo mure 
reservyirs in the ‘ytam Valley, and one 
will be commenced tm 1901. Tho trans 

of Mr Cronk to Gibraltar and the delay 
filling up the vacancy caused some delay in 
starting theso works. These reservoirs are 
estimated to contain 70,000,000, 49,00 },000 
and 20,000,000 gallons respectively, and no 
doubt ina wet year all will fll and thus 
630,00),000 gallons will be hold up in Ty- 
tam Valley alone.
